“Mrs. Kersting, 48, was admitted 
to City Hospital in.a serious con- 
dition. 

The gas heater in the basement 
was still burning when the bodies 
were discovered about 9 o’clock. 
A Sunday newspaper found un- 
opened at the front door indicated 
that the family had been uncon- 
scious perhaps 24 hours, police re- 
ported. 

The father and son were found 
dead in twin beds in a basement 
room adjoining the one . that 
heater. The mother 
and daughter were found in an 
upstairs bedroom, the former on 
a divan and the latter in bed. 
All were in night attire. . 

Mother and daughter were 
moaning when found. The mother 
was» rushed to the hospital im- 
mediately, while firemen employed 
an inhalator in an effort to revive 
the daughter, but to no avail. 

Mrs. Hannah Sindell, a neighbor 
residing at 3519 Illinois avenue, 
told police she received a telephone 
call about 7 a. m. from the Kerst- 
i hter, Mrs. Ivadill Chap-

daughter, alarmed at failure to 
get someone to’ answer the tele- 
phone at her —— home, asked 
the neighbor to try to rouse the 
family.

Neither the Government agencies 
nor the companies making tanks, 
guns and airplanes may distribute 
more material than the total allot- 
ted by them. Thus, in the words 
of Ferdinand Eberstadt, chairman 
of the all-powerful Requirements 
Committee, and vice-chairman of 
WPB, “We force a balance between 
supply and demand.” 

To ascertain exactly the demand 
for materials needed by all produc- 
ers, each prime contractor must 
submit to his claimant agency a

CAIRO, Nov. 2-(AP).—A con- 
centration of Axis forces on Nazi 
Marshal Erwin  Rommel’s | left 
flank was pocketed in a bold night 
thrust by Australian troops who 


smashed across coastal sand dunes 
with bayonets flashing and up 
until last night the enemy had 
made no real move to break out, 
although one appeared imminent, 

(Cairo reports to London news- 
papers said the trapped Axis 
troops numbered several thousand, 
most of them Germans.) 

The Axis force was caught Fri- 
day night by the desert-wise Aus- 
tralians who crossed the railroad 
running near the coast in the face 
of considerable enemy opposition. 

The Aussies wiped out Axis nests 
and took prisoners as they surged 
forward, often relying on the bay- 
onet to overcome opposition. 

The enemy concentration was 
not wholly encircled, but an iron 
wring was forged around it with 
sufficient completeness to make 
its nag are Pe 


American headquarters an- 
nounced a destructive raid on the 
Axis air base at Maleme, in Crete, 
by heavy bombers. A communi- 
que said fires and explosions were 
observed in the target area at 
Maleme, from which air support 
has been going to Rommel. 

American fighter pilots, escort- 
ing Allied fighter-boxnibers, broke 
up a formation of Nazi Messer- 
schmitts in a dogfight over the 
battle area, this announcement 
said, 

Illustrating “he air superiority 
held by the Allies, the American 
communique said “other fighter- 
bomber missions and _ fighter 
sweeps failed to encounter enemy 
planes.” 

The Royal Air Force reported 
that British torpedo planes sank 
two Axis merchantmen yesterday 
out of a convoy trying to cross 
the Mediterranean with an escort 
of destroyers and patrol boats. 

Tank Forces Poised. 

On the desert battle front, Rom- 
mel’s main tank forces were west

MOSCOW, Nov. 2 (AP)—Rus- 
sian forces fought fiercely 


throughut the night to defend the 
approaches to a military highway 
across the Caucasus Mountains 
after a retreat in the Nalchik area 
yesterday, but the noon communi- 
que today reported that the Ger- 
mans had been thrown back in 
various parts of Stalingrad. 


Soviet troops apparently con< 
tinued to hold their own northeast 
of Tuapse, Black Sea port, in the 
Western Caucasus. The com- 
munique said more than 300 Ger- 
mans were killed in the fighting 
in this sector, and one Russian 
unit was reported to have taken 
a strategic height. 

(The Germans reported the cap- 
ture of Alagir, in the Central Cau- 
casus, an advance which they said 
cut off the approach to the Ossetic 
military. highway. Alagir is 25 
miles northwest of Ordzhonikidze, 
from the vicinity of which two 
great military roads lead south to 
the Georgian Republic and. the 
Azerbaijian Republic, where the 
rich Baku oil fields are. 

(The Ossetic highway is the 
westernmost of the two, twisting 
through the 9270-foot high Mami- 
son Pass to Kutaisi. The eastern 
route is the Georgian highway, 
which cuts through the eight-mile- 
long Darial Pass, 7850 feet high, 
to Tiflis.)

CROSSES RIVER IN

GAINS TWO MILES

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP). 
The Japanese are retreating slowly 
west of the American air base on 
Guadaloanal, the Navy announced 
today, after an attack in which a 
small force of Marines supported 
by heavy bombers crossed. the 
Matanikau River and advanced 
two miles, 

Enemy artillery fire was silenced 
by attacks of American fighter 
planes and dive bombers on Guad- 
alcanal Sunday (Solomons time), 
a communique reported, and Amer- 
ican aircraft ranging northward to 
Rekata Bay destroyed five enemy 
planes on the beach, strafed build- 
ings and started a fire. 

“On Guadalcanal Island,” the 
communique said, “a small force - 
of United States Marines, sup- 
ported by Boeing Flying For- 
tresses, crossed the Matanikau 
River and attacked the enemy to 
the westward. One wave of 
Marines made an edvance of two 
miles with comparatively few 


Heavy Damage to Japs at — 
The Navy previously ha 
ported American warships were 
operating in Guadalcanal waters 
following the Oct. 26 battle north- 
east of the island in which the Jap- 
anese are officially reported to 
have suffered damage to seven big 
ships and to have lost between 100 
and 150 planes, 

In a previous communique to- 
day, the Navy said American sub- 
marines had sunk seven enemy 
ships and damaged three others, 
including a converted aircraft car- 
rier set afire, during recent opera- 
tions in the Pacific. 

The fighting on Guadalcanal oc 
curred yesterday, the Navy said. 
The report said there was no aGée 
tivity on the island the day pre- 
vious to the advance, but that 
American planes made three at~ 
tacks on enemy positions during 
the day, and Douglas Dauntless 
dive bombers carried out a night 
attack. 

Six Zero fighters were intercept- 
ed over Guadalcanal by five Grum- 
man Wildcat fighters, and four of 
the enemy planes were shot down 
without loss to the American craft. 
In its first detailed report of the 
naval air battle east of the Stewart 
islands one week ago, the Navy 
said the Japanese warships dam- 
aged included two aircraft carriers, 
two battleships and three cruisers.

At least one large enemy air- 
craft carrier of a new class was 
heavily damaged, another carrier 
was hit and a heavy cruiser badly 
damaged in the fight. 

American dive bombers and tor- 
pedo planes also pounded other en- 
emy ships, estimated to have num- 
bered from 40 to 50, which were 
sent from two directions to at- 
tempt a knockout blow against 
United States Marines and Army 
units on Guadalcanal Island. 

The battle cost American forces 
one unidentified carrier and the 
destroyer Porter, both destroyed, 
and some damage to other war- 
ships. Personnel losses were light, 
however. 

Move From Northeast. 

The Japanese fleet came at Gua- 
dalcana] from the northeast. Two 
heavy task forces some 150 to 200 
miles apart moved in. Dive bomb- 
ers from Guadalcanal and Flying 
Fortress planes spotted the enemy. 

The advancing fleet was strung 
out from the Stewart Islands 
southward to Florida Island, which 
is northeast of Guadalcanal, and 
east to the Santa Cruz Islands 
Horth of the New Hebrides. Jap- 
anese cruisers and destroyers off 
Florida Island were hit by Doug- 
las Dauntless dive bombers from 
Guadalcanal, site of Henderson Air 
Field, which the Americans cap- 
tured from the Japanese early in 
August, 

One Japanese cruiser was dam- 
aged and stopped by a direct bomb 
hit. A few minutes later Flying 
Fortresses led by Maj. James Ed- 
mundson, Santa Monica, Cal., bore 
down on the enemy forces. An 
enemy light cruiser or heavy de- 
stroyer was left burning by these 
B-17s., 

Attack on Carriers, 

Farther away, American carrier- 

Based torpedo planes and dive 
bombers began working on the 
Japanese carriers. They sailed in 
with heavy explosives. 
“ One American pilot said later 
the flight deck of one carrier was 
completely smashed and it ap- 
peared to be sinking. 

While the air battle was under 
way Japanese dive bombers hit the 
Guadalcanal Air Field. The Navy 
.gaid five attacking planes were 
shot down. A few minutes later 
nine enemy bombers came over, 
causing slight damage to the field. 

Then Zero fighters arrived and 
American Grumman Wildcats rose 
to meet them. The air was filled 
with dogfights as the enemy was 
driven off. 

On the ground, enemy troops at- 
tacked American forces but were 
repulsed. The Marines described 
the action thus: 

“The Japs attacked us and we 
suffered 85 casualties. Two thou- 
sayd Jap bodies present a disposal 
problem.” 

Loss of U. 8S. Carrier. 

The American carrier which was 
gunk was first attacked before 
moon Oct. 26 off Santa Cruz is- 
land by 26 planes. It was heavily 
damaged, but was taken in tow. 
A short time later, enemy planes 
returned. This time, the carrier 
was hit below the waterline and 
began to list. Crewmen were taken 
off and the carrier sank a few 
minutes later. 

No indication has been given 
that Japanese and American sur- 
face ships made contact, but there 
is a possibility they did, since the 
battle extended over a wide area, 
part of which was shielded by low 
clouds. 

Today, American scouting planes 
found remnants of the enemy fleet 
far north of the Solomons. The 
Japanese were heading away from 
the’ battle area—evidently retiring 
for repairs or to form for another 
attempt at retaking Guadalcanal 
and Tulagi islands. 

Fortress Battles Zeros. 

One of the enemy naval forces 
was spotted by Army Lieut. Mario 
Sesso of New York, who was on 
the first scouting mission in this 
area. Sesso and his B-17 crew saw 
14 Japanese warships and were at- 
tacked almost immediately by six 
Zero fighters, 

As the Japanese came out of the 
overcast, the Flying Fortress’ guns 
opened up and one Zero spiralled 
into the sea. Two other enemy 
planes were smoking. A shot from 
a Zero killed Sesso’s bombardier. 

Another Army bomber, piloted by 
Capt. Carl Wuertele of Denver, got 
a glimpse of the battle. Radioman 
Sergt. Norman Watson of Hinton, 
Ok., said he saw American dive 
bombers attacking two destroyers. 

“I saw a big flash and one of the 
destroyers burst into flames,” Wat- 
son said. “Then the Americans at, 
tacked the other which began to 
smoke,” 

Watson said the Fortress didn’t 
tarry’ long in that area, for Capt. 
Wuertele had been wounded in the 
ankle in action over Rekata Bay 
and was losing blood. The plane 
landed safely at its base.

JAPS PUSHED BACK 
IN GUADALCANAL

This added one battleship and two 
heavy cruisers to the score pre- 
viously reported. 

Announced United States losses 
in the engagement 260 miles north- 
east of Guadalcanal were ‘one car- 
rier, as yet unidentifed, and the 
destroyer Porter, with other ships 
reported damaged. 

As the battered Japanese armada 
retired from the scene, American 
warships swept into the area from 
which enemy vessels had bom- 
barded the defenders of Guadal- 
canal and let go with a two-hour 
cannonading of Japanese positions 
on the island. , Several buildings 
and boats and some artillery were 
destroyed by the shelling, which 
occurred last Friday (Solomon is- 
land time), 

At the same time seven Grum- 
man Wildcat planes attacked the 
enemy base at Rekata Bay, north- 
west of Guadalcanal, shooting 
down three Zero float planes and 
two biplanes and @ending a fuel 
dump up in smoke. 

Dive bombers attacked enemy de- 
stroyers in the vicinity of the Rus- 
sell islands, about 30 miles north- 
west of Guadalcanal, Thursday 
night and again Friday morning 
with inconclusive results. One 
bomber failed to return. 

As the picture of the Oct. 26 bat- 
tle began to take shape, it ap- 
peared that United States Navy 
flyers had given the enemy a se- 
vere pounding, 

A detailed report reached Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, commander- 
in-chief of the fleet and chief ‘of 
naval operations, yesterday from 
Vice Admiral William Halsey, who 
recently took over, command of 
the Southwest Pacific area. 

Damage to Jap Naval Force. 

In this report, the Navy an- 
nounced last night, the following 
damage to the enemy was detailed: 

Four to six heavy bomb hits on 
an aircraft carrier of the Zuikaku 
class. 

Two medium bomb hits on an- 
other aircraft carrier of the same 
class, 

Two heavy bomb hits on a bat- 
tleship of the Kongo class. 

One heavy bomb hit on a second 
battleship. 

Five medium bomb hits on a 
cruiser of the Tikuma class (sec- 
ond class cruiser), 

Torpedo and bomb hits on one 
heavy cruiser, and two torpedo hits 
on another heavy cruiser. 

In addition, reports indicated 
the “definite destruction of more 
than 100 enemy aircraft and the 
probable destruction of 50 others.” 

Carrier May Have 

A dispatch from Olen W. Clem- 
ents, Associated Press correspond- 
ent in the South Pacific war zone, 
quoted an American pilot return- 
ing from the attack as saying the 
flight deck of one of the big new 
enemy carriers was completely 
smashed and it appeared to .be 
sinking. 

The Navy said there were only 
two carriers of the Zuikaku class, 
the’ Syokaku (Crane) and the Zui- 


pleted last year. They are of about 
17,000 tons and carry 45 planes 
each, indicatiig the presence of 
additional carriers if more than 
100 enemy planes were destroyed 
in the battle. 

The engagement apparently rep- 
resented a fight by planes of op- 
posing carriers like that in the 
Battle of Midway last June. 

The communique reporting on 
American submarine operations in 
the Western and South Pacific 
said these vessels had sunk one 
large passenger-cargo ship, two 
large tankers, two medium-sized 
and two small cargo ships, dam- 
aged and set afire one converted 
carrier, and damaged one de- 
stroyer and a medium-sized tanker. 
These operations brought the 
total of enemy ships reported sunk 
or damaged by submarines in the 
Pacific since the outbreak of war 
to 133, of which 86 were sunk, 20 
probably sunk and 27 damaged.

FOOD SUPPLY FOR 
1943 IS FORECAST 


Government Says Total 
Will Be Sufficient but 
There May Be Short- 
ages in Many Items. 


WASEINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
The Agriculture Department fore- 
cast at least some changes in 
civilian eating for 1948 when it 
said yesterday in its farm outlook 
report for next year: 

“There will be enough food in 
the total supply, although there 
may be shortages of many indi- 
vidual commodities. The average 
civilian probably will be able to 
consume about as much meat in 
1943 as in recent years, but un- 
precedented demand resulting 
from record incomes will make 
rationing necessary. Awaiting ra- 
tioning, civilian adults have been 
asked .to limit their consumption 
of meat to two and a half pounds 
a week.... 

Fewer Canned Foods. 


“Supplies ef canned fruits and 
vegetables for civilians may be 
smaller next year, increasing de- 
mand for fresh products. ... 

“The demand for dairy, products 
in 1943 is expected to exceed the 
supply. Bread grains will be abun- 
dant. 

“Altogether, the nutritional value 
of the civilian food supply is ex- 
pected to be about the same as in 
1935-36. It may contain less fats, 
carbohydrates and vitamin A than 
in 1941.” 

The report estimated that mili- 
tary and lend-lease buying of food 
next year would be 50 per cent 
greater than ‘during 1942, taking 
one-fifth of farm production. 

The department said that more 
livestock probably would be pro- 
duced but that the crop produc- 
tion would be smaller than the 
record crops of this year unless 
weather conditions were excep- 
tionally favorable. 

Ten-Billion Farm Income, 

The net income of farmers for 
next year was forecast at 10 bil- 
lion dollars to $10,500,000,000 com- 
pared with an estimated $9,800,000,- 
000 for the present year, which 
was about one billion dollars above 
the previous record in 1919. But, 
tio department noted, the farmers 
have troubles—labor, equipment, 
supplies, transportation and mar- 
keting. 

The greatest of thgse problems, 
the department said, would be: to 
secure adequate labor in. 1943. 
Trends up to early October indi- 
cated that agriculture might need

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CONGRESS SEATS 


Republicans Expected to 
Add 7 State Senators, 
Possibly Win Lower 
House Control. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS 
State Political Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

An increase of at least three Re- 

publican Congressmen from Mis- 
souri, making six in the delegation 
of 13, and an increase of seven 
Republican State Senators, mak- 
ing 13 instead of six, is expected 
to result from the state-wide elec- 
tion tomorrow, the State’s first 
election since the beginning of the 
war. 
A strong anti-Democratic trend 
has been evident for several 
months, showing up in the August 
primary, when the total Demo- 
cratic primary vote was less than 
half the normal off-year primary 
vote, while the Republican vote 
stood practically at the normal 
figure. 

The vote is expected to be the 
lowest of any election since women 
obtained suffrage in 1920. Th to- 
tal State vote is not expected to 
go above 800,000, which would be 
more than a million Jess than in 
1940 and more than 400,000 less 
than in 1938, the last off-year elec- 
tion. 

War an Issue. 

In the campaign, the Democrats 
have encountered opposition which 
none of the usual campaign tactics 
seem to have been able to over- 
come. Dissatisfaction with the 
manner in which the war has been 
conducted, including the pinch of 
the many restrictions, the draft, 
rationing, the effect on small busi- 
ness, collectively have made the 
major issue on which thousands 
of Democrats have either gone 
over to the Republicans, or have 
been apathetic toward the Demo- 
cratic campaign. 

Even before the war situations 
developed there had been a notice- 
able falling off in Democratic 
strength in several elections, at- 
tributed so far as State affairs 
were concerned largely to the 
years of influence of the Pender- 
gast machine with Democratic 
State officials, and the party's 
record in the Legislature. The lat- 
ter was brought to sharp attention 
in 1941 by the scandalous attempt 
to steal the governorship after Re- 
publican Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
had been elected, and the evidences 
of corruption on a number of bills 
before the Legislature. 

The indications on the eve of the 
election point to the defeat of Con- 
gressman M. A. Romjue of the 
First District, a veteran of 24 years 
service, Congressman Clyde Wil- 
liamg of the Thirteenth and Con- 
gressman John B. Sullivan of the 
Eleventh (St. Louis). In addition 
to these Congressman Richard M. 
Duncan in the Third and Roger 
C. Slaughter in the Fifth (Kansas 
City) are thought to be in close 
fights. Either might be defeated. 
If they are, the Republicans prob- 
ably will have eight of the 13 con- 
gressional seats. 

Republican Candidates. 

The Republican candidates in 
these districts are S. W. Arnold 
of Kirksville in the First, William 
P. Elmer of Salem in the Eighth, 
louis E. Miller of St. Louis in 
the Eleventh, William C. Cole of 
St. Joseph in the Third and Ralph 
B. Innis of Kansas City in the 
Fifth. 

It is expected the other Con- 
gressmen will be re-elected, with 
the exception of Joseph B. Shan- 
non in the Fifth, who is not a can- 
didate, and with the possible ex- 
ception of Phil A. Bennett, Re- 
publican, in the Sixth. Bennett 
has strong opposition in Sam A. 
Wear, a Springfield lawyer. In| 
normal times Wear probably would 
win, but this year Bennett’s re- 
election is expected.

In England, Talks to Paratroops 


Spends Night With 


Queen Mother. Mary 


After Attending Church Services With 


. Thousands 


of Soldiers. 


SOMEWHERE IN SOUTHERN 
ENGLAND, Nov. 2 (AP).—After 
spending the night with Queen 
Mother Mary, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt inspected a unit of 
United States parachute troops at 
their base here today. 

She dined at Queen Mary’s 
chateau in the south of England 
last night. Other overnight guests 
there included the Princess Royal, 
Queen Mary’s daughter, and the 
Duke and Duchess of Beaufort, the 
latter Queen Mary’s niece. f 

Following breakfast this morning 
—at which she refused an egg, an 
almost unheard of treat in Britain 
now—Mrs. Roosevelt went out 
early to review Lieut. Col. Edson 
Raff's parachutists and to look 
over their complicated equipment. 

Impression of Queen Mary. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she found 
Queen Mary “very much alive to 
all going on here and in America.” 

Told that the President wag in- 
trested in reforestation, the Queen 
Mother said “so am I” and gave 
Mrs. Roosevelt two pictures of her- 
self sawing down. trees: with Ca- 

During her tour of the para- 
chutists’ base Mrs, Roosevelt was 
informed the unit was’ made up 
entirely of southerners: She replied 
that she could find some Yankees 
in the ranks and throughout her 
visit she played a game with Col. 
Raff. She scored one for each 
northerner encountered, he one for 
each southerner. The final score 
was not disclosed. She met and 
talked to'a number of the men. 

Later Mrs. Roosevelt paid her 
first visit to. American Negro 
troops in the field. She chatted 
with members of a motor trans- 
port unit at an officer candidate 
school and heard white officers 


praise their efficiency. The troops | stop 


assured her they were getting 
along fine. 
Visit to U. 8. Army Camp, 

Mrs. Roosevelt learned at first 
hand yesterday how American 
troops are faring in England when 
she spent six hours inspecting a 
United States camp and talking 
with men of all ranks. She at- 
tended a church service with thou- 
sands of soldiers. 

After lunching in the General’s 
Headquarters she inspected the 
camp bakery, where she marveled 
at the skill of Army cooks, and 
spent several hours chatting with 
soldiers in the hospital. She ad- 
dressed 50 American Army nurses, 
praising them for their work. 

Before leaving the camp Mrs. 
Roosevelt visited a Red Cross can- 
teen set up in a chateau, where an 
Army sextette played “The Dark- 
town Strutters’ Ball” for her enter- 
tainment. Late in the day she 
drove to an American Red Cross 


ign 


from Canada, onegbelonging to the 
Church Army, one to the Christian 
Science group and one to the Sal- 
vation Army. Théy varied in size 
from those which could serve 250 
full meals and 500 cups of tea and 
sandwiches, to a little portable 
which can be put on the luggage 
rack of a car. From it I guess 
50 men could be given tea and 
sandwiches. I was particularly in- 
terested in this, because I think 
it would be valuable anywhere 
where people had to meet such an 
emergency like a forest fire 
There was a trailer, which can 
be hooked on to an ordinary car. 
It tonsisted of three tanks of 
water, which must be a godsend 
when an area is blitzed and the 
Sewers and water mains are af- 
fected.

Meets Dean of Canterbury. 
Afterwards we met the Dean of 
Canterbury and. made a brief visit 
to the Cathedral, which was very 
different from what it was when 
I saw it Several years ago. Our 
next stop was at Barham to visit 
the Women’s Institute. Lady Dén- 
man is head of the national organ- 
ization. The women proudly 
showed me a canning machine 
from America, sent by Miss Grace 
Frysinger of the Department of 
Agriculture. 
There was also a table with 
vegetables grown from seed sent 
from the United States. Our last 
was at Dover... The Mayor 
met us and showed us civilian de- 
fense work. Admiral Sir’ Henry 
Pridham-Wippell showed us the 
Navy’s work and we saw the work 
of the WRENS. Their head is 
Mrs. Lawton-Matthews. 

Miss Mildred McAfee heads a 
comparable organization of women 
in the United States Navy. Of 
course, women here do a greater 
variety of things than we do at 
present in the United States. It is 
a great satisfaction to see how 
completely they are accepted by

McGee’ did not seem surprised. 

“Perhaps,” he said. “I didn’t 
think the output was that much. 
But whatever the output of the 
Durango mines, it’s obviously not 
enough to bring down the local 
price of tin. Mexico, in propor- 
tion to population, has always 
been a big tin user and Mexico is 


cut off from normal supplies just. 


like the rest of us. If we lifted 
the ceiling from 52 cents to, say, 
$1.25 we could get all the tin 
mined in Mexico. Then what would 
happen? Under our new agree- 
ments with Mexico, we’d have to 
give it back to Mexican industry. 
“Now, mind you, we're not going 
to stand in the way of tin de- 
velopments in Durango or anyr 
where else. With the expiration 
of our old contract with Bolivia, 
we are in a position to pay the 
same price for Mexican concen- 
trates as for Bolivian, F. O. B. 
the border. That price at present 
is 60 cents per pound of con- 
tained tin with us doing the pro- 
cessing. 

“But we've had to go carefully. 
We're dealing with huge sums of 
money and mistakes are costly. 
We have spent something like 
$26,000,000 down here in metal 
purchases at an overhead cost to 
the taxpayers of the United 
States of less than one-half of one 
per cent. Caution doesn’t militate 
against economy and efficiency in 
the furtherance of the war effort. 


Taking a Look at It. 

“If our need for tin and had 
been more desperate, perhaps we 
might have taken more chances, 
but at the moment we're doing 
all right. We had a substantial 
reserve at the beginning of the 
war. We've been able to keep up 
our supply of Bolivian concen- 
trates. We've been getting enough 
Malayan concentrates from Aus- 
tralia to keep the Texas City 
smelter at capacity operation. 
We'll make a contract for the pur- 
chase of tin with anybody able to 
deliver it if we don’t have to 
compete with Mexican industry to 
get it. 

“We're sending an engineer 
down to Durango. He’s not only 
a geologist and a mining’ engineer 
but a practical miner who has had 
experience with tin. He'll stay 
there long enough to survey the 
whole field and when he gets 
back we'll know more about 
what’s going on down there.” ;

Here are a few facts which I 
have received , through various 
channels, from Germany, and 
which T believe to be authentic: 
Hans Frank, the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Poland, has been removed 
for the following reasons: 

(1) He spoke at a lawyers’ con- 
ference in Vienna on the limited 
sovereignty of Hitler's allies, the 
candid inference being «hat Hun- 
gary and Rumania and Italy are 
now permanently and forever in a 
Germanic sphere of influence as 
second-class partners. 

(2) The German Reichswehr, dis- 
satisfied with his political tactics 
in Poland, urged him to attempt a 
reconciliation, through the former 
German Ambassador to Poland, 
Von Moltke, and the former Polish 
Ambassador to Berlin, Wysocki, 
looking toward a detente. The 
Polish Ambassador refused. The 
move was started because of ap- 
prehension in German military cir- 
cles regarding the Polish situation 
in their rear, in case of further 
setbacks in Russia. 

(3) The’ Gestapo circles claim 
Frank was too weak and want an 
outright dictatorship of the Ges- 
tapo in Poland. This is very un- 
satisfactory to the Army, which— 
as No. 2 indicates—wanted exactly 
the opposite, namely a reconcilia- 


tion. 


* * * 
HE shake-up in Poland only 
illustrates unrest in party 
and military leadership, The 
fantastic fact is that no one knows 
who is in command of the Ger- 
man Army at this moment, or 
for months past. The com- 
mander in chief is Hitler, but only 
as Mr. Roosevelt is commander in 
chief of the United States forces. 

There are three general staffs 
in Germany, There is, first, the 
high command of the Wehrmacht, 
presided over by Gen. Field Mar- 
shal Keitel. He has the function 
of co-ordinating the functions of 
Army, Navy, and Air Force. In 
reality, Keitel is nothing—a bu- 
reaucrat, not a planner of grand 
strategy. He has served, in turn, 
under Von Schleicher, Blomberg, 
and Hitler. 

Hitler has a private general 
staff of his own, headed by Gen. 
Jodl, the man most susceptible to 
Hitler’s imaginative, intuitive, and 
adventurous ideas of war. 

In the military hierarchy, this 
staff always had merely an ad- 
visory capacity—although in re- 
ality this advice often has been 
decisive.

HE grave declaration by Pres- 

ident Ismet Inonu that Turkey 

is nearer war than at any 
time since the world conflict 
started—from a cause he does not 
specify—may be taken as a warn- 
ing to his people of the danger of 
an Axis attack and a notification 
to Adolf Hitler that the Turks are 
not asleep. ; 

What Inonu has in mind seems 
clear. Long ago I called attention 
to the likelihood that if Hitler 
were frustrated in his interlocking 
Caucasus and Egyptian campaigns, 
he likely would try to reach the 
Middie East either by attacking 


ing an assault on Syria with air 
and water-borne forces. 


Well, frustration appears to be 
riding the Fuehrer’s’ shoulders. 
Undoubtedly he will make further 
desperate efforts to crack this 
Middle Eastern nut, for it repre- 
sents his only hope of winning the 
war. 

It would make small difference 
whether Hitler attacked the Turks 
direct or by-passed them at the 
outset, for they could hardly avoid 
being involved in any event. 

Turkey might have its choice of 
joining the Axis or the Allies, but 
indications have been that if it had 
to abandon neutrality it would 
fight with the United Nations. 
That is the reason Hitler has been 
so careful not to antagonize the 
Turks. 

Of course, it is problematical 
whether the Nazi leader could 
make such an attack in view of 
the terrific jam he is in on the 
Russian front. However, presum- 
ably Inonu sees signs which point 
to trouble. 

If the Germans do attempt such 
an adventure it would mean that 
they would perform a holding oper- 
ation on the Caucasus battlefront 
while flinging the army either at 
Syria or directly at Turkey. 

From the standpoint of weather 
and perhaps of strategy, the Syrian 
gamble might seem more desirable 
if it were to be undertaken in the 
near future. If Hitler intends to 
wait until spring, then he might 
decide to go for the Turks. 

The German chief’s great diffi- 
culty in attacking Syria would be 
to muster sufficient air strength, 
since that would be his chief 
weapon at the outset and would 
also provide much of his early 
transport.

Criticises Our War Propaganda. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Y now it should be perfectly obvious 

that the war cannot be sold like tooth- 
paste or soap chips; that some other 
method must be used. The publicity art- 
ists and high-pressure advertising blather- 
mouths have proved a rank failure. 

Examples of high-pressure bathos can 
be heard over the radio any evening, end- 
lessly. But perhaps the best ple is 
to be found in the movie short, “The 
Battle of Midway.” 

The picture contained some of\the most 
impressive color photography I have 
geen. The action shots were lling. 

In a silent version, the show would 
have been worth seeing many times. But 
the dialogue spoiled it. The clumsy 
sarcasm did not even draw a titter from 
the children. The weepy voice of a wom- 
an (“Get those boys to a hospital—hur- 
ry! Please!”) was appropriate only to 
radio soap-opera, as were other parts 
of the dialogue. The scenes shown were 
sufficiently impressive without the addi- 
tion of schmaltz. 

Contrast that with Quentin Reynolds’ 
description of bombed London in a mo- 
vie short about a year ago. Reynolds 
handled the theme in a restrained man- 
ner, sometimes understating the case. 
Yet the picture carried a punch, and the 
climax was thrilling. 

Our radio toothpaste and soap-chip 
advertising is aimed at the mind of a 
12-year-old. When it concerns things as 
unimportant as the choice of a brand, 
we may be influenced. But no one is 
going to sell a war successfully that way. 
War publicity must be intelligent and re- 
strained—aimed at leaders of the com- 
munity as well as the bird-brained. It 
is those leaders who organize such mat- 
ters as bond selling, scrap collection and 
civilian defense, 

An example of the failure of war pub- 
licity in St. Louis is the resignation of 
several of the leaders of Civilian Defense 
groups here. They had offered their 
services gladly, but all they got back was 
hokum and hot air. They weren’t satis- 
fied with high-powered meaningless talk. 

We in the Midwest want intelligent 
discussion of war aims and peace plans. 
We want information and instruction. 

This war should not be high-pressured 
to us. It should be spoken of soberly and 
seriously, in keeping with the suffering 
of its soldiers and the idealism of its 
purpose.

Two ex-Governors—Stark and Caulfield--have 
strongly urged a Yes vote tomorrow for a Constitu- 
tional Convention, but the present Governor—Forrest 
C. Donnell—refuses to come out either for or against 
the proposal. Says the Webster Groves Coolidge: 
“I do not feel that it is my function to advise the 
public as to what they should do on these matters.” 

Gov. Donnell, whose record in office thus far has 
been bitterly disappointing to many of his closest 
associates and to many of those who ardently sup- 
ported him for election, has a very eccentric con- 
ception of his duties. The question of whether or 
not a Constitutional Convention shall be held is one 
which vitally affects the whole. structure of Mis- 
souri Government, yet the State’s official leader 
remains a8 mum as a clam on the beach. 

Both in his proposals to the Legislature and in 
public speeches, Gov. Caulfield never hesitated to 
“advise the public” of the constitutional needs of 
the State. For example, in an address at the State 
Fair in 1931, Mr. Caulfield said: 

Missouri needs a change in our Constitution 
which will give the Governor a control com- 
mensurate with his responsibility. The present 
system of distributing the powers of the State 

Government among six elective State officers, 

each of whom is independent of the other, is not 

in accord with modern opinion as to the most 
efficient form of government. 

Gov. Stark’s administration was marked by dar- 
ing and at times brilliant leadership. He did not 
merely sit in his office, shuffle his papers, figure his 
expense accounts to the fourth decimal and count 
all the commas in the statute books. He did not 
ruminate for weeks or months at a time when im- 
portant decisions were to be made for Missouri. He 
did not fashion an official straitjacket for himself. 
He felt free to “advise the public’ whenever a sit- 
uation arose when it was proper for him to do so. 

These are fast-moving times and Missouri needs 
a Governor who can keep abreast of them. We do 
not know exactly what is Mr. Donnell’s own concep- 
tion of his duties, but when he, out of some pinched 
construction of those duties, refuses to take a stand 
—as every voter must—on a highly important State 
issue, we charge him with defaulting his responsi- 
bility. 
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TWO TEPID INDORSEMENTS. 

Political commentators for several weeks have 
been struggling in vain to find a simile adequate 
to express the lukewarmness of President Roose- 
velt’s indorsement of John J. Bennett, the Democrat- 
ic candidate for Governor of New York. 

Now, however, they have one. It runs like this: 
“As tepid as Wendell Willkie’s indorsement of Thom- 
as E. Dewey, the Republican candidate.” 
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HITLER THREATENS TURKEY. 

President Inonu’s warning that “Turkey ‘is closer 
to war today than at any time since the present 
world conflict started” is one of a number of recent 
indications that Hitler is oncegmore adjusting the 
wreck of his timetable to the Russian winter. 

The pressure of the Nazi army on Stalingrad 
seems’ to be weakening, and the German Generals 
are making a new bid to get through the Caucasus 
and into the Russian oil fields. It is this change 
of plans which again brings the threat of war to 
Turkey. Its occupation would give the Germans a 
route into the Middle Eastern fields and would also 
be a first step toward attacking the Southern Rus- 
sian armies from the rear as well as frontally. 

But it’s one thing to draw up campaign plans 
on paper and another thing to carry them out— 
something the Germans should have learned by now. 
Inonu made it clear that Turkey would fight against 
Nazi domination and he promised again that his 
country would stand by its obligations. 

Further, the Middle East has been reinforced. 
Among the forces now on the scene is a consider- 
able number of American aviators. And, while this 
is a country suitable for winter fighting, the Cau- 
casus Mountains are high and snow-covered. Also, 
they. are dotted with Russian strong points, So it 
is conceivable that Hitler is immobilizing his forces 
on two Russian fronts this winter, instead of one.

HY do the city machines, courthouse

want to repeal the Missouri non-parti- 
san court plan? 

That is what they are trying to do with 
their Proposition No. 4, the Lauf amend- 
ment. Why? 

They can’t say the non-partisan court 
plan hasn’t worked, because it hasn’t had 
a chance. It was adopted only two years 
ago, and the first elections of Judges under 
the plan will be held next Tuesday—the 
same day the politicians ask the voters of 
Missouri to ‘repeal the non-political court 
system. 

Why all this rush to vote through a re- 
peal? Ordinarily, men with good motives 
pay attention to a mandate of the people. 

Two years ago, the people of Missouri 
said they wanted to take the higher courts 
and the Judges of St. Louis and Kansas 
City out of politics. They voted to do it 
by a majority of nearly 100,000. The non- 
partisan court plan is now a part of the 
State Constitution and deserves a trial. 

The repeal scheme started in the 1941 
Legislature soon after the non-partisan 
court plan was adopted. It started with the 
same crowd .that was promoting a phony 
contest to keep an elected Governor out of 
office. It started with the same crowd of 
professional - politicians that always repre- 


sent the big city machines and courthouse 
rings, the H. P. (Pete) Lauf crowd. 

By the margin pf a single vote, they got 
the Legislature to submit the repeal amend- 
ment to put the courts back in politics. 
That is the Amendment No, 4 that comes 
up for a vote of the people next Tuesday, 

Such a frantic rush for repeal smells of 
personal interest. Political bosses and po- 
litical lawyers are afraid of the non-parti- 
san court plan, now in the Constitution. 

The non-partisan court plan frees the 
Judges from the politicians. They no longer 
have to run for office in the party pri- 
maries dominated by the bosses. Once in 
office, they run for re-election on their rec- 
ords. 

The Judges don’t have to take orders 
from the bosses, political lawyers and 
courthouse politicians. The non-partisan 
court plan protects the type of Judge who 
is willing to tell the bosses to go jump in 
the lake, 

So the old ‘political crowd, the Lauf 
crowd, is trying to rush through repeal 
before the non-partisan court plan has had 
a chance to show what it will do. They 
don’t want to know what it will do. They 
don’t want the people of Missouri to know 
what it will do. 

To block this repeal scheme, vote No on 
Amendment No. 4.

Weather conditions in the first 
three weeks of September in the 
Eighth District were favorable for 
fruit and vegetable crops. The 
white potato crop is expected to 
be 12 per cent aboye that of 1941, 
and 13 per cent higher than the 
10-year (1931-40) average. The out- 
put of tomatoes for processing was 
estimated at 779,700 tons on Oct. 1, 
an increase of 8 per cent over 1941 
production. : 

Corn and Oats Production, 

Production of corn in the Eighth 
District will be about 388,926,000 
bushels, an increase of 12 per cent 
over the 1941 crop and 27 per 
cent above the 10-year average, it 
‘was estimated. while production of 
Oats was estimated at 80,321,000 
bushels, an increase of 13 per cent 
over the 1941 output and 74 per 
cent greater than the 10-year av- 
erage. * 

“With the wheat harvest virtu- 
ally completed,” the report contin- 
ued, “production of 25,396,000 bush- 
els is unchanged from the Aug. 
estimate, and 18 50 per cent below 
1941 production and 55 per cent 
under the 16-year average.” 

The cotton’ crop in the district 
improved further in September 
and in early October was estimated 
at 4,115,009 bales, 17 per cent great- 
er than the 1941 output and 27 per 
cent above the 10-year average. 
Although some localities report ‘an 
inadequate supply of pickers, in 
most areas harvesting was pro- 
ceeding at a normal pace, the re- 
port stated, adding: “The fine 
weather has permitted slower 
picking without damage to qual- 
ity, thus relieving the labor de- 
ficiencies which exist in certain 
areas.” 

Altogether, with ideal harvesting 
weather prevailing, the production 
of seven major crops is estimated 
to be 4 per cent greater than in 
1941 and 10 per cent above the 
10-year average, with the princi- 
pal improvements noted in cotton, 
corn and tobacco. 

Department Store Sales, 

Department store sales in the 
district during September were 12 
per cent higher in dollar volume 
than in August, registering less 
than normal seasonal improve- 
ment. Total sales for the year 
through «Sept. 30 were 10 per cent 
above the corresponding period 
in 1941. Dollar volume of whole- 
sale trade in the district was 2 per 
cent above August but 3 per cent 
below September of 1941. Stocks 
of wholesalers and jobbers declined 
4 per cent in September, and were 
8 per cent below the level of a 
year ago. 

Inventories of scrap at mills 
and foundries in the district re- 
main short. “However,” the report 
said, “scrap is appearing in large 
quantities in response to the na- 
tion-wide drive, and the winter out- 
look for stock piles is somewhat 
improved. Some lag is developing 
in moving scrap to the processors 
due to limitations of collection and 
transportation facilities, and yard 
preparation for scrap has been 
slowed somewhat by a shortage of 
experienced labor.” 

Production of steel and lumber 
at the district mills was main- 
tained at the near-capacity levels 
of recent months. Coal production 
at mines was 8 per cent above 
August output and 17 per cent 
greater than in the corresponding 
month last year. Consumption of 
industrial electricity in September 
was fractionally lower than in Aug- 
ust, but was 37 per cent above 
that of September, 1941. 

Rail and River Traffic. 

During the four-week period end- 
ing Sept. 26, freight carloadings of 
railroads operating in the district 
were 2 per cent more than the 
preceding four-week period and 3 
per cent higher than in the cor- 
responding, period last year. Fed- 
eral Barge Line tonnage on the 
Mississippi River between St. Louis 
and New Orleans in September de- 
clined 20 per cent from that of 
August, and ‘was 6 per cent less 
than September, 1941. 

However, the report pointed out 
that “movement of freight by in- 
land waterways may rise contra- 
seasonally in coming months as 
pressure increases on available rail 


facilities.”

WILLKIE BACKS JEWISH HOME 
IN PALESTINE AFTER WAR 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie said yesterday 
that Palestine would have to be 
opened to the homeless Jews of 
Central and Eastern Europe who 
survive the war and “the extent 
of that emigration must be meas- 
ured by the needs of the Jewish 
people.” 

In a telegram to a mass meeting 
observing the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the Balfour declaration 
by England, Willkie said that the 
“case” of the Jews for a national 
home “has always rested upon his- 
toric rights and international law.” 

“Hitler’s program of extermina- 
tion of the Jewish people,” the 
message continued, “has made it a 
case for the conscience of man- 
ee 

“While one cannot foresee the 
exact organization which will fol- 
low this war, the establishment of 
a jewish national home in Pales- 
time in fulfillment of the promise 
contained in the Balfour declara- 
tion must find its rightful place in 
the new world order of tomorrow.”

“Should we lose the war this land 
will be the choice prize of despoil- 


ers,” he said in a voice that trem-' 


bled with emotion. “It will be 
pounced upon by vultures which 
will devour it to the bone. 

“We shall haye the points of 
bayonets at our throats and the 
muzzies of muskets pressed against 
our heads. If one wishes to picture 
our fate in case of defeat he has 
only to look at what has taken 
place in the conquered parts of 
Durope.... We must win, we will 
win the victory.” : | 

The mass was offered for vic- 
tory, a lasting peace and for the 
repose of the souls of war victims. 
Speaking by short wave to the 
American men under arms, the 
Cardinal said: “We pray that in 
every battle with our enemies 
God’s protecting hand. may “be

mon. The mass was in memory of 
members of the parish who have 
died during the century and a half 
since the first chapel was built of 
logs and dedicated in 1792. 
The celebration began Saturday, 
and reached its climax yesterday 
afternoon with a parade depicting 
religious and historic events of 
importance during the life of Flor- 
issant, 

Also on yesterday’s program was 
solemn pontifical mass * at the 
church in the presence of Arch- 
bishop John J. Glennon. History 
of the parish was related at this 
service by Mgr. Peter J. Dooley, 
pastor of the Holy Redeemer 
Church, Webster Groves. 

The feature of the parade was a 
group of six floats depicting epi- 
sodes in the progress of the parish. 
There were also bands and march- 
ing units in the line of march. 

On the first float were persons 
representing the first pastor, Fa- 
ther Pierre J. Didier; Daniel 
Boone, Joseph Robidoux and John 
Mullanphy, an early benefactor of 
the parish who paid. one-fourth of 
the cost of the present church 
building, completed in 1821. 

The following descendants of 


John Mullanphy rode in the pa- 
rade: Mrs, James M. Franciscus, 
Mrs. James Ross Clemens, Mrs. 
Claude Chichester, Mrs. Arthur 
Hayes Campbell, Mrs. Ben Lewis 
and Mrs. O. P. J. Falk. 

The theme of the second float 
was the baptism in the old church 
in’ 1799 of the wife of Francois 
Dunegant, founder of the French 
Village de Fleurissant, and its civil 
and military commandant through- 
out the entire Spanish regime, 
1770-1804. 

The third float represented the 
marriage of Ann Mullanphy, 
daughter of John Mullanphy, to 
Maj. Biddle in 1823. The fourth 
float represented Mother Duchesne 
teaching children of the early 
settlers and Indians. Mother Du- 
chesne came to-the parish in 1819, 
and established the first mother- 
house of the Ladies of the Sacred 
Heart outside of Francethe first 
Indian school for girls in the 
nation and the first free school 
for boys and girls west of the Mis- 
sissippi. — 

Father Peter J. De Smet and his 
work among the Indians was de- 
picted on the fifth float. He died 
at St. Louis University in 1873. The 
final float represented the arrival 
at Florissant of the Sisters of 
Loretto in 1847.

Since they are mute as regards 
“Good morning” or “Good-by” or 
“Thank you,” they of course dem- 
onstrate no salesmanship regard- 
ing car washing or grease jobs. 
Nor do they try to sell gasoline, 
though that is one of their functions. Within the last year they 
have dented my left rear fender. Two months ago one of these 
“mute” attendants also twisted the cap off my radiator by not 
noticing how it was designed to fit the opening. And last week 
they left the cap off my gasoline tank so I had to buy a new 
one. Besides, they are thoughtless when they get into a car to 
park it. They will speed up and spin the wheels on the cinders 
or crushed stone.

AND THEY WILL jam the brakes and skid the tires when 
they reach the other side of the parking lot. I have seen them 
do these things three times with my own cag There is no 
excuse for thus speeding up an automobile when they have 
barely 50 yards to travel to the far side of the lot. And it is 
obviously an evidence that they lack “horse sense” to skid a car 
when they bring it to a stop. “Why do you patronize such an 
inefficient organization, Dr. Crane?” some of you readers may 
inquire, For two main reasons.

OME is a form of school, the 
Heist school, the continuing 

bondage of child life with its 
routines, rules, tasks, rewards and 
punishments. Parents are teach- 
ers, and relatives take on the duty 
of supervisors.

We justify this by the child's

But we must accept the fact 
of the child’s bondage and allow 
those hours of freedom and recrea- 
tion his condition demands, If we 
do .not, the child will find, in his 
extremity, a. way of escape for 
himself. His inexperience and help- 
lessness make that dangerous. 

A girl, somewhat backward, had 
to be supervised carefully at home 
and in school. Her every hour was 
accounted for, programmed and 
guarded, She was escorted to and 
from school or driven there in the 
car. One day she slipped away 
with a friend and did not get home 
until evening. She had taken time 
out to visit in this friend’s house.

THE CHOICE SHE had made 
was interesting. In the home she 
visited her manners were fine, her 
ways applauded, her accomplish- 
ments praised because the stand- 
ards there were very much lower 


than in her own home... She loved 
it there because she could feel ade- 


quate. Nobody watched her, ho- 
body criticised her. ‘She was ap- 
proved and honored. But that 
home was not a good place for that 
little girl to be. 

Did you ever hear of a boy who 
would not go home when school 
let out? He went visiting, or play- 
ing in the lots with boys of his 
choosing. Usually these boys were 
a bit below family standards, not 
quite on the right side of ‘the 
tracks. Every time he got the 
chance he went to them. He was 
saying in effect, “I must have re- 
lief from the too rarefied atmos- 
phere of home and school. I must 
relax.” 
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IT IS WELL TO protect chil- 
dren, to train them in usefulness 


and in right living according to - 


decent standards. School must be 
routined and its standards must 
be maintained for the children’s 
sake. Home must be a school 
with its own routines, But the 
living child must have a chance 
to play, to stretch his body and 
mind in freedom. Be sure that 
school and home make room for 
this need, Otherwise that child 
will go a-visiting and he may get 
into trouble. 

Allow room for a body and mind 
peculiar to themselves, to expand. 
Leave a little space for the child 
to live according to his felt needs 
even when those needs jar you. 
He wants #o listen to swing; he 
wants crude movies, cruder com- 
ics, loud talk and louder laughter, 
compromise with him without 
looking down your nose. 

He is a child yet. He has no 
fear of dirt, no scorn for the vul- 
gar, no notion of caste, Compro- 
mise with him, He is yet a child. 
And he may be righter than you 
know—for his own growth, -

The Amateur Electrician 


OW that war industry is ab- 
sorbing the skilled workers and 
public utilities find themselves 
shorthanded in the repair depart- 
ment it is important that every 
householder be his own electrician. 

Suppose, for example, the wires 
pull out the cord of your vacuum 
cleaner. Get out your screwdriver 
and take apart the plastic con- 
tainer at the end of the cord. Next 
unscrew the little screws around 
which the wires should be twisted. 

Uh-uh! You dropped a screw. It 


rolled under the desk. Get a flash-. 


light. Yes, there is the screw just 
out of reach. Sweep it out with an 
umbrella. 


Now twist the wires around the 
screws and tighten the screws. 
That done, replace the wires and 
screws in the plastic container. 
But wait a minute! How did they 
go? This way or that way? If you 
replace them this way the chances 
are they went that way, and vice 
versa, While disassembling the 
container you should have made a 
picture of how it looked’ inside. 


Well, you have got the wires 
back somehow. Now see if you can 
screw the container together. There, 
that’s fine! Next test the vacuum 
cleaner by inserting one end of the 


cord in the socket and the other 
end in the cleaner... How is that? 
The cord won't insert. Dear, dear.

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Jaundice in 
Our Army 
by 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 
T HE report of the Surgeon 


General on the epidemic of 
jaundice which affected per- 
sonnel of the armed forces from 


‘January to June, 1942, is now at 


hand. Although I have had nu- 
merous inquirigs, I have deferred 


discussing it until accurate infor— 


mation was available. The Sur- 
geon General's. report is authori- 
tative, accurate and frank, but it 
is evident that the cause.and na- 
ture of the epidemic is more or 
less of a mystery. | 
The cause of the epidemic was 
ascribed to the use of yellow feyer 
vaccine; or to be exact, of certain 
lots of yellow fever vaccine. All 
large outbreaks were associated 
with the administration of these 
lots of vaccine. It could be pre- 
dicted, after the association was 
known, that troops at far distant 
stations who had been inoculated 
with these lots would come down 
with jdundice in a proportion of 


cases. 


But what there was in the vac- 
cine that caused it is unknown. 
All Army, Navy and Public 
Health forces were for a time 
vaccinated with serum made the 
same way and no case of jaundice 
resulted. The serum has been sub- 
jected to a change in process of 
manufacturing and extensively 
tested, so that all safeguards for 
future vaccinations have been 
made. Only troops destined for 
points where there is danger of 
yellow fever will be vaccinated, at 
least for a time. 
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IT SHOULD be emphasized that 
vaccination against yellow fever 
is a recognized method of prevent- 
ing a disease which would be far 
more dangerous than the jaundice 
of this epidemic. 

Jaundice is due to a variety of 
things, one being a destruction of 
liver cells, and since yellow fever 
derives its name from a jaundice 
of that sort, it was naturally sug- 
gested at first that these were 
actually cases of yellow fever. But 
careful microscopic examination 
of liver tissues made in autopsy of 
the few rare cases of death showed 
a lived destruction that was not 
at all like that of yellow fever. 
The official circular states very 
emphatically that these jaundice 
cases were not cases of yellow 
fever, 

Nor were they cases of ordi- 
mary catarrhal jaundice, some 
times called Weil's disease. 

They were quite apparently due 
to some substance that caused a 
destruction of liver cells. The liver 
fortunately regenerates very rap- 
idly and this undoubtedly is what 
happened in the cases that recov-

I AM SURE a report emanating 
from such high sources would not 
have spared anyone if there had 
been any evidence of carelessness 
or avoidable bad technique in the 
preparation of the vaccine. It 
would seem to be simply an in- 
stance of extreme misfortune in 
carrying out a necessary measure. 

It has given the anti-vaccina- 
tion cranks an opportunity to 
howl, but the soberer reflections 
of the community will not allow 
our soldiers and sailors to go to 
countries where they will be ex- 
posed to follow fever unprotected, 
when a tested preventive is at 
hand.

thing, from nylon socks to reg- 
istered nurses and meat to medi- 
cal care, was plentiful, it was per- 
fectly all right for an excited 
mama to phone frantically for the 
doctor everytime Junior got an 
earache, It was the thing to- do, 
too, when grandma came down 
with a slight touch of the gout to 
hire an angel of mercy. But all 
that was when doctors and nurses 
were not so busy as they are now 
—when there was no demand for 
them in military hospitals, on hos- 
pital ships, on troop ships and with 
overseas outfits. Now condifions 
are different. Thousands of phy- 
sicians and nurses have been called 
to duty in the Army and Navy. 
More thousands will be needed as 
our soldiers, sailors and marines 
move farther and farther afield 
in this war of many fronts. 

Already in some St, Louis com- 
munities, there is a shortage of 
doctors, Those that remain are 
working to the limit of their phy- 
sical abilities. The supply of 
nurses grows smaller and smaller. 
So to cope with the present emer- 
gency—an emergency that might 
reach frightening proportions 
should we be faced with a disaster 
such as the influenza epidemic of 
1918—the American Red Cross has 
launched a program to train one 
person out of every St. Louis fam- 
ily in the rudiments of home nurs- 


ing.

At the present time, some 2000 
St. Louis women are learning the 
art of home nursing in 110 going 
classes. These classes are taught 
by registered nurses, most of 
whom have been called from re- 
tirement and are giving time away 
from their homes and children to 
teach St. Louis women not only 
the ounce of prevention but the 
pound of cure as well, 

“We are not taking as instruc- 
tors nurses needed for Army and 
Navy nursing,” Miss Lucille Sulli- 
van, assistant executive director of 
the St. Louis chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, explains. “Most of 
the nurses who are conducting 
these classes are women vho have 
been out of the nursing field for 
some time, but who, because they 
see it as their civic duty, are will- 
ing to give their time to take re- 
fresher courses and then give a 
half-day a week to help out in this 
campaign to prepare St. Louis 
women to stand on their own feet 
in any health emergency.” 

Right now the Red Cross is ask- 
ing for 300 additional registered 
nurses to volunteer as instructors 
of classes in home nursing. These 
300 are needed to supplement the 
200 volunteers now serving if the

home nursing program is to suc- 
ceed in its purpose of training ap- 
proximately 100,000 St. Louis wom- 
en in nursing care to relieve the 
strain on overworked doctors and 
nurses,

The Red Cross Home Nursing 
course is not designed to eliminate 
the services of the physician nor 
the graduate nurse. It is designed 
to teach mothers and daughters 
what to do before the doctor ar- 
rives and how to carry out in- 
structions after he leaves. It is a 
course to teach women how to 
meet their own personal and home 
responsibilities as far as normal 
healthful living is concerned and 
to give instruction in how to take 
care of minor illnesses in their 
own home, 

There is nothing dull about the 
Red Cross Home Nursing course, 
When this reporter visited a home 
nursing class in session at the 
Courtcil House at 5625 Wells, a reg- 
istered nurse, Mrs. Joseph M. Oren- 
stein was instructing a class of 
mothers in infant care. Mrs. Oren- 
stein, the wife of a physician, has 
been retired from active nursing 
care since 1934. Now, after a Red 
Cross refresher course, she has 
taken over a class in Home Nurs- 
ing. 

A typical lesson in the course, 
Mrs. Orenstein’s procedure was the 
learning by doing method. She 
quoted no excerpts from a learned 
treatise. Instead she talked to the 
mothers about the need, in baby 
bathing, of regulating the temper- 
ature of the room. She had a table 
ready with clean clothing, soft 
towels, baby tray, bathtub, hot 
water and pad, and even the baby 
herself. The baby was Reddy, the 
Red Cross doll. 

“The class members,” explained 
Mrs. Orenstein, “learn to handle 
a baby by handling the life-like 
doll and not by a complicated list 
of do’s and don’ts,” 

Use of improvised equipment was 
also. demonstrated the afternoon 
this reporter visited Mrs. Oren- 
stein’s class. A crib, made by. tie- 


ing together two kitchen chairs, 
was in readiness for the baby aft- 
er her bath. The baby’s pad was 
made of several thicknesses of dis- 
carded kraft paper, in lieu of fast 
disappearing rubber sheeting. 


During the whole demonstration, 
Mrs. J. Seitz, 5635 St. Louis ave- 
nue, posing as a brand-new mama, 
lay propped up in an improvised 
hospital cot. The cot itself, of the 
Army variety, was raised on wood- 
en blocks to approved hospital 
height. A kitchen chair, turned up- 
side down made a comfortable 
backrest. There was an impro- 
vised bed tray made out of pieces 
of an old orange crate and covered 
‘with scrubbed-up discarded kitchen 
table’ oilcloth. Other improvised 
equipment included a strange look- 
ing gadget made out of clothes 
hangers and wire hooked together 
in a fashion to form an arch to 
hold up bed clothing and relieve 
weight on the patient.

Colds are thought to be spread 

by ultra-tiny germs that can’t be 
geen even by a powerful micro- 
scope.

- We know that colds are spread 
by drafts, sneezing, talking, cougn- 
ing, blowing the nose or shaking 
the handkerchief carelessly in the 
air. You are ‘more likely to catch 
a cold when you are chilled or 
tired, or sit in a draft when you're 
overheated. So in avoiding colds, 
stay away from all persons with 
colds, don’t get chilled or over- 
tired and don’t sit around in damp 
clothes or with wet feet.

up your resistance with a well- 
balanced diet containing green 
vegetables, fruit, milk and meat.

lightly; a cold should be pampered. 
If you are really ill, it’s foolish to 
“keep going”—you can't do your 
best work in such a state and -you 
are running a risk of more serious 
iliness. Go home, go to bed, drink 
lots of fluids, especially orange 
juice or lemonade and see your 
doctor if you have a temperature. 
A cold may be shortened or more 
serious trouble prevented by prop- 
er care early. 


Use soft cleansing tissues in- 
stead of handkerchiefs and throw 
them away after each using, Don't 
dbiow your nose too hard, either. 
Apply cold cream to your lips to 
prevent cracking and camphorated 
oil about your nostrils when they 
become irritated, . 

When you are well, stay away 
from persons with the sniffles, 
coughs and sneezes, if you don't 
want their germs.

Louis were made a clearing point 
for war casualty cases or if an epi- 
demic were to strike, hospitals 
would be taxed beyond their limit.

poker at least four nights a week. 
They all lived at the Metropole | 


Hotel. I still lived at the National 
across from the Kremlin, We usu- 
ally played in my suite. It was 
a lovely suite with a large balcony 
overlooking the square. Trotsky 
had once lived there. It was from 
this baicony that he had made his 
last speech in Moscow and had 
been shouted down by the crowd, 
angered because of his break with 
Stalin, inflamed by the fact that 
he hadn’t attended Lenin's funeral, 
probably the gravest mistake in 
political history. 

I had a large double bed and 
often I'd lie there unable to sleep 
because of the terrific noise of the 
barrage, wondering what thoughts 
filled Trotsky’s mind in the days 
when he too lay there undoubted- 
ly finding sleep difficult. 

The food at the National was 
excellent. We could always get 
caviar and vodka and eggs and 
fresh vegetables, Because of the 


. ruinous exchange, living at the 


National was far more expensive 
than living’ at the Savoy Hotel in 
London or at any New York ho- 
tel. Occasionally, one could hire 
a car from the Intourist garage, 
but that cost $20 a day. Mostly 
we walked. Automobiles and gaso- 
lines were very scarce in Moscow. 

One night we were playing in 
my room when the phone rang. It 
was 11 o'clock. Lozovsky was call- 
ing. Could I hurry to the Foreign 
Office immediately to see him? I 
had no car, I protested. He’d send 
his. I had a full house and Cas- 


sidy was raising, so I went back.)

There are 190 million people 
in Russia and they speak at least 
60 languages and dialects. Today 
they all speak through a single 
voice; it belongs to the dapper 
bearded man who once. sold 
matches and lemons on the streets 
of a small village far from Moscow. 
Then, a ragged 8-year-old urchin, 
he was Solomon Abramovich Drid- 
zo. Today, a polished, suave 63, 
he is Vice-Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, the spokesman for the 
Soviet Information Bureau and the 
Kremlin, and is known as. Solo- 
mon Abramovich Lozovsky. Many 
years ago he picked his new name 
from the city of Lozovaya. 


The name Lozovsky was hardly 
known outside of labor circles un- 
til the Germans marched into Rus- 
sia, Then, as spokesman for the 
Kremlin, as the only official with 
whom correspondents had any 
dealings, he catapulated into fame. 
Today, next to Stalin, Molotov, 
Voroshilov and Timoshenko, he is 
probably the best-known Russian 
in the world. He occupies much 


the same position in Moscow as

Twice a week Lozovsky held 
press conferences. We attended 
religiously, asked dozens of ques- 
tions, and then left with the un- 
comfortable feeling that once more 
the man who sat at the head of 
the table had completely outwitted 
us and told us only what he had 
made up his mind to tell us before 
the press conference opened, He 
did it with such charm and humor 
that it was difficult to become an- 
noyed. In addition to being the 
spokesman for the-Soviet, he was 
also in charge of censorship. The 
censor in any country is the nat- 
ural enemy of reporters. Had he 
been in any other job, we might 
have liked the pleasant, affable, 
well-dressed man with the twin- 
kling eyes. But, after all, he was 
the head censor. 

At 12, Lozovsky graduated from 
the matches-and-lemons trade to 
become a butcher’s boy. Later, as 
a youth he became a blacksmith’s 
helper. No trace of this hard 
adolescent life can be seen in the 
slender hands, the well-groomed 
nails of Lozovsky, nor is there a 
trace of peasant accent in his cul- 
tured speech. In addition to Rus- 
sian, he speaks perfect French and 
German; he speaks English re- 


realizes, and his Spanish is good. 
Obviously, the young blacksmith’s 
helper saw far beyond his forge 
and learned languages other than 
that sung by the clash of hammer 
against anvil.

When he was 21, Lozovsky was 
sent to Kazan for military service. 
It was in the barracks that he 
learned the elements of that form 
of social democracy which Lenin 
later stamped with his own person- 
ality and transformed into a high 
revolutionary doctrine under which 
nearly 200,000,000 people live to- 
day. It wasn’t long before Lozov- 
sky, with revolutionary zeal burn- 
ing in his young heart, joined the 
Social Democratic party, the party 
whose members were knoWn as 
Bolsheviks. 

He moved to Lozovaya where he 
gave lessons on the new social 
philosophy to workers. It was here 
that he found his metier. Unions 
were being formed surreptitiously 
in _Lozovaya. by workers. Our 
young zealot plunged into this en- 
terprise with joy; it was a chance 
to transform his theories and his 
beliefs into practice. But in 1903, 
the Czarist police were a bit in- 
tolerant of those who had the im- 
pudence to demand decent condi- 
tions and reasonable hours for 
workers. 

For the first time, but far from 
the last, Lozovsky was tossed into 
durance vile. During the next 
decade, he was in and out of jail 
with commendable regularity. By 
now, Dridzo existed only in police 
records. He was Lozovsky to the 
workers of Russia. Once, after a 
jail-break, he was recaptured and 
exiled to Irkutsk, but even the 
wastes of that desolate region 
could not confine our slippery com-

Every time you’ve heard such a complaint or perhaps 
wondered yourself at some bit of legislation that seemed un- 
necessary, there’s been a reason for it. And that reason is 
Missouri's sixty-seven year old Constitution . ; . a Constitution 
written during an era when electric lights, telephones, auto- 
mobiles, airplanes, radios were all unknown . ; ; a Constitution 
designed to serve the agricultural state :

greater population in 1942 is in cities 
where industries are of major impor- 


That Constitution, even at the time 
it was written, was never a model one. 
Instead of embodying the fundamental 


law of the State and an- 
principles upon which our 
is founded, as does our 


Federal Constitution, our State Constitu- 
tion reached far into the legislative field. 
As a result, it has stood as a bar to orderly 
progress in the operation of the govern- 


In attempting to avoid the strangling effects of this Con- 
stitution, attempts are made to amend it at every General 
Election. Often these amendments are proposed by pressure 
groups and the voters must pass upon the proposals with 
little understanding of them. To date, 56 amendments to the 
Constitution have been adopted which, while they have im- 
proved conditions somewhat, have given Missouri a lengthy, 
unwieldy document that is of no credit to this progressive State. 


What is needed is a careful consideration of the problem : 
as a whole by a convention of delegates whose sole job would 
be to draft a Constitution in line with the needs of Missouri

today. The eventual necessity for such a convention has been 
wisely provided for in our present Constitation which states 
that once every twenty years there must be submitted to the 
voters the question: “Shall there be a convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution?” : 


It is not for any individual citizen to prescribe what a new

Constitution should contain. Only through a convention of 
delegates selected by the voters of Missouri can an opportunity 
be given for free, open and frank discussion of the subject, 
resulting in a new document to be submitted to the citizens 
for approval or rejection. 

But certain subjects would have serious consideration. For 


example: reorganization of the executive 
department so as to provide the Governor 
with proper authority for efficient and 
economical administration of state af- 
fairs; centralization of tax collections ina 
one department, thereby eliminating 
waste in efficiency and in tax funds; re- 
consideration of the tax levy upon per- 
sonal tangible and intangible property; 


adequate compensation for 


state legis- 


lators; revision of provisions relating to 
suffrage and election; and many others. 

Other states have faced this problem 
of revising their Consitutions and have 
done so with 2 resulting decrease in cost 
of operation and an increase in govern- 


mental efficiency. 


Missouri voters now have the opportunity to give their 
State the right kind of government for today’s problems. All 
that is needed is your affirmative vote at the polls tomorrow 
to the question “Shall there be a convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution?”
